Over the past few weeks council¬ 
lors threw a multitude of questions 
at HRM staff regarding the process 
involved in selling St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra school. But they got 
silence in return. 

It was an issue that upset sever¬ 
al of them during Tuesday night’s 
marathon meeting. 

“As a councillor, I find this veiy, 
very troubling,” Coun. Jennifer 
Watts said during the near-seven- 
hour session. 

That night, council voted to take 
back their earlier decision to sell 
the property to Jono Developments 
Ltd., and put the sale on hold until 
a staff report looking into the 
process could be completed. 

Richard Butts, HRM’s chief 
administrative officer, wouldn’t 
take media requests about the issue 
on Wednesday, but released a state¬ 
ment. 


Meeting cancelled 


► There will be no fireworks at city 
hall next week: the regular Tues¬ 
day council meeting has been 
cancelled because of a light agen¬ 
da. 

He said council voted to proceed 
with the sale on Dec. 13, so staff 
couldn’t comment on it past that 
date. 

“We cannot provide information 
on an individual basis to council¬ 
lors that could be seen to draw into 
question the direction of council,” 
he said in his statement. 

“Now that we have further direc¬ 
tion from council we can proceed 
with fulfilling that request.” 

Watts said she was told staff 
couldn’t answer her questions 
because it would look like staff was 
interpreting council-directed poli¬ 
cy. 

“I’m not interested in their inter¬ 
pretation of policy.... I was asking 



for someone to lay out the steps of 
how this happened over the past 
year and how we got here,” she said 
Wednesday. 

“We want to have factual infor¬ 
mation on what happened and 
that’s what we weren’t getting.” 

She said it may be a matter for 
HRM’s auditor general to look into. 

“The auditor general should be 
looking carefully at that report. This 
is something we need to pay close 
attention to,” she said.

“I believe the people 
who I was directing it to 
knew who I was talking 
about and we’ll leave it at 
that.” 

But she said councillors 


can now get from staff the 
school-sale-related an¬ 
swers that they need. 

“I feel that we literally 
shook the walls of city hall

Nova Scotia’s highest court 
has dismissed an appeal 
filed by a former Crown at¬ 
torney convicted of smug¬ 
gling drugs into the Central 
Nova Correctional Facility 
in Burnside. 

Anne Calder’s lawyer 
had argued the judge who 
convicted his client misun¬ 
derstood the evidence of a 
psychiatrist who diagnosed 
Calder with a depressive 
disorder and a personality 
disorder. 



But the Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal, in a unani¬ 
mous decision released on 
Wednesday, says any evi¬ 


dence misapprehended by 
the judge was not crucial to 
the case. 

The three-member panel 
of justices also found the 
trial judge did not make er¬ 
rors in reaching his ver¬ 
dicts, and he did not offer 
an unfit sentence. 

Last June, Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Judge Kevin 
Coady sentenced Calder to 
30 months in prison on 
three drug charges.

Harper is expected to an¬ 
nounce the federal govern¬ 
ment and the two yards 
have finished contract talks 
on the single largest mili¬ 
tary procurement program 
in Canadian history. 

Both Irving and Seaspan 
won part of the $35 billion 


National Shipbuilding Pro¬ 
curement Strategy in Octo¬ 
ber. Irving took the largest 
of three NSPS contracts, 
winning the right to build 
$25 billion worth of war¬ 
ships, while Seaspan took 
the smaller, non-combat 
vessel contract. 

Negotiations have been 
ongoing since the contracts 
were awarded on Oct. 19. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment has refused to dis¬ 
close how much support it 
intends to give Irving Ship¬ 
building in improving their 
yard for the massive con¬ 


tract until after negotia¬ 
tions have finished. 

A spokeswoman for Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter said 
Wednesday that the invest¬ 
ment won’t likely be dis¬ 
closed any time soon — as 
they’ll just see the details of 
the contract for the first 
time on Thursday.

An upcoming electoral¬ 
boundary review in Nova 
Scotia must reckon with 
population shifts into ur¬ 
ban areas as well as com¬ 
munities of interest, Colin 
Dodds says. 

Dodds, who is president 
of Saint Mary’s University, 
served as the chair of the 
last boundary-review com¬ 
mission in 2002, which 
recommended the 

province re-examine the 
four “protected” Acadian 
and African Nova Scotian 
ridings in 10 years. Now, 
Dodds is vice-chairman of 
the commission tasked 
with just that. 

“There’s been shifts in 
the school population, 
shifts in the overall popu¬ 
lation. There’s been a drift 
to the urban areas,” Dodds 


schools, hospitals and 
other buildings. 

The labour

Residents of north-end 
Halifax are not rolling out 
the welcome wagon for a 
proposed new neighbour: 
A 30-metre-tall cellphone 
tower. 

Bell Mobility applied to 
Industry Canada to put up 
a monopole structure with 
an equipment shelter all 
enclosed by a steel-wire 
fence behind the Halifax 
Water tower at 3468 Robie 
St., facing Prescott Street. 
The area is zoned for resi¬ 
dential use, and Erin Poiri¬ 
er’s property borders the 
water tower. 

“The biggest thing for 
us is ... that’s community 
green space that will no 
longer be community 
green space if there’s a 30- 
metre cell tower on it with 
an enclosing fence,” Poiri¬ 
er said. 

The grassy space is 
where families play Fris- 
bee or football on the 
weekend, she added. 

“And it’s right across 
the street from Highland 
Park Junior High School, 
which doesn’t have a huge 


property for an outdoor 
playground,” she said. 

There’s a meeting at the 
school on Thursday night, 
and residents can talk 
about the project with Dali 
Salih, HRM planner, and a 
representative from Bell. 

But it’s not up to HRM 


to decide if the tower is 
built. 

Salih said staff will take 
public input and write a 
report for the Peninsula 
Community Council, who 
will make a recommenda¬ 
tion to Industry Canada. 
Salih said she expects Ot¬ 


tawa to make the final de¬ 
cision in four to five 
months. 

“I don’t like it and my 
residents don’t like it,” 
area Coun. Jerry Blumen¬ 
thal said. “I think there’s a 
lot of radiation that’s giv¬ 
en off of those towers.”

Halifax Regional Police say 
two shootings on Tuesday 
night aren’t connected to 
one another. 

Just before 9:30 p.m., po¬ 
lice were called to Churchill 
Court in Dartmouth after 
receiving reports of several 
shots being fired. 

About 20 minutes later, 
police were contacted by 
hospital staff that two men 
in their 20s showed up with 
gunshot wounds that aren’t 


considered life-threatening. 

About three hours later, 
police received a call of 
more gunfire in the 200 
block of Ross Street in Clay¬ 
ton Park. 

Police say that when offi¬ 
cers arrived two unoccu¬ 
pied vehicles at an 
apartment complex had 
bullet holes in them. 

“Neither incident is be¬ 
lieved to be random at this 
point,” said Halifax Region¬ 


al Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palme ter. “Based on 
our investigation ... with 
the people involved, there’s 
nothing to suggest a con¬ 
nection between them.” 

In the first shooting, po¬ 
lice found several bullet 
casings in a parking lot, and 
say the victims drove them¬ 
selves to hospital as a vehi¬ 
cle was found outside with 
smashed windows.

He said the opera¬ 
tion would begin in six 
weeks. 

“You’ve been here for 
two years, suffering with¬ 
out talking, with the kids,” 
Martelly told a crowd who 
applauded the news a day 
before the quake’s second 
anniversary. “We are going 
to remove everyone from 
under the tents.” 

Big fight 
over teensy 
frog and 
weensy fish 

A frog that can perch on 
the tip of your pinkie with 
room to spare has been 
claimed as the world’s 
smallest vertebrate, out- 
tinying a fish that got the 
title in 2006. 

However, a scientist 
who found another ween¬ 
sy fish disputes both 
claims. 

An article Wednesday in 
the journal PLoS One 
named Paedophryne 
amauensis as the world’s 
smallest animal with a 
spine. But a University of 
Washington scientist says 
a male anglerfish he found 
in 2006 is even smaller.

It seemed a clockwork 
killing. 

Motorcycle riders 
flashed by and attached a 
magnetic bomb onto a car 
carrying a top nuclear 
scientist working at Iran’s 
main uranium-enrichment 
facility. 

By the time the blast 
tore apart the silver 
Peugeot, the motorcycle 
was blocks away, weaving 
through Tehran traffic. 

Behind it, the nuclear 
scientist lay dead and his 
driver dying. A pedestrian 
was wounded. 

It was the latest strike 
in what Iran calls an esca¬ 
lating covert war — at 
least the fourth targeted 
hit against a member of 
Iran’s nuclear brain trust 
in two years. 

Wednesday’s blast killed 
Mostafa Ahmadi Roshan, 
32, a chemistry expert and 
a director of the Natanz 
uranium-enrichment facil¬ 
ity, the centrepiece of 
Iran’s expanding program 
to make nuclear fuel. 

“A heinous act,” said 
Iran’s Atomic Energy 
Organization. 

But it warned defiantly: 
“We will continue our (nu¬ 
clear) path without any 
doubt... Our path is irre¬ 
versible.”

Israeli officials, howev¬ 
er, hinted at covert cam¬ 
paigns without directly 
admitting involvement. 

“Many bad things have 
been happening to Iran in 
the recent period,” said 
Mickey Segal, a former di¬ 
rector of the Israeli mili¬ 
tary’s Iranian intelligence 


department. “Iran is in a 
situation where pressure 
on it is mounting, and the 
latest assassination joins 
the pressure.” 

Israeli military chief Lt. 
Gen. Benny Gantz was 


quoted as telling a parlia¬ 
mentary panel that 2012 
would be a “critical year” 
for Iran — in part because 
of “things that happen to 
it unnaturally.”

Over the years, I’ve grown ac¬ 
customed to adoring fans 
complimenting my writing. 

“I saw your picture in the 
paper,” they’ll say Or: “You 
look familiar, do you work at 
my Starbucks?” 

With compliments like that, it’s amaz¬ 
ing my headshot doesn’t swell right out of 
the frame. 

But years of headshot viewers acknowl¬ 
edging my existence have left me wanting 
more, and now I dream of getting a book 
published, so I can hear compliments like, “I saw your 
picture on a dust cover.” 

But before I can reach 
such wuthering heights, I 
have to first — and this is 
true of many authors — ac¬ 
tually write a book. 

So far, it’s been a great 
success. I’ve writhed around 
in my chair, stared at the 
cursor, cursed, thought 
about my shortcomings, 
had a bit to drink. In other 
words, I’m tortured. As far 
as I understand it, this is an 
excellent first step. 

I’ve also read a lot about how to write a book. So that I 
might create more competition and therefore torture my¬ 
self further, here’s what I’ve learned. 

WRITING A BOOK 


“The best approach 
is to write 
characters based 
on people you hate 
— for example, you 
might have a 
villain called Jerky 
MacBadhusband.” 


Choose an idea: Most coffee-shop patrons, first-year 
university students and other leading philosophers agree 
there are no new ideas. So it’s OK to steal one. Ripping off 
one author is called an “homage.” Ripping off multiple 
authors and mashing them together is called “finding 
your own voice.” 

Choose characters: The best approach is to write char¬ 
acters based on people you hate — for example, you 
might have a villain called Jerky MacBadhusband. To pro¬ 
tect yourself from legal issues, make sure the character 
wears a hat they don’t wear in real life. Then say, “The 
character is actually a pastiche of many people I’ve met in 
my travels.” 

Choose a plot: Start with a first line that grabs readers, 
such as, “This book is covered in anthrax spores, sucker!” 
If stuck for an ending, walk away for a bit. Then quit and 
call it “first in a series.” You’ll get great buzz. 

Choose an agent: This person will give you added legit¬ 
imacy as a writer by making you poorer. 

Choose a cover: This is the step by which eveiyone will 
judge your book. I recommend you seek out glowing quo¬ 
tations from friends who share names with famous peo¬ 
ple. If your dentist is Milan Kudera or the kid who mows 
your lawn is V.S. Naipaul, you’re good to go. 

With these tips, you’ll have a completed tome in no 
time. If it goes well, let me know. I may pay homage to it.

O Freestyle standout was to have 
surgery in Utah after Tuesday crash 


Canadian freestyle skier 
Sarah Burke remained in an 
induced coma after suffer¬ 
ing a head injury in a crash 
while training on a super¬ 
pipe, officials said Wednes¬ 
day 

The nature of Burke’s in¬ 
juries have not been dis¬ 
closed. 

In a statement released 
by the Canadian Freestyle 
Sid Association, a doctor at 
the University of Utah hos¬ 
pital said Burke “sustained 
serious injuries and re¬ 
mains intubated and sedat¬ 
ed in critical condition.” 

Chris Nelson, assistant 
vice-president for public af¬ 
fairs at the hospital, said 
Burke was having surgery 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Dr. Robert Foxford, the 
Canadian Freestyle Ski As¬ 
sociation team doctor, said 
he has received little infor¬ 
mation from the medical 
officials treating Burke. 

“That would be standard 
with people with a signifi¬ 
cant head injury, that the 
brain is put to rest, there is 
an induced coma, and they 
give them medication to 
make sure there’s almost 
no brain activity,” he said in 
a conference call. 

Burke’s husband, Rory 
Bushfield, and members of 
her family were with her. 
But they appeared to be fol¬ 
lowing standard procedures 
for treatment of serious 
head injuries. 

Burke is a halfpipe pio¬ 
neer who lobbied tirelessly 
to get her sport included in 
the Olympics. Halfpipe ski¬ 
ing will debut at the 2014 
Games in Sochi, Russia.
